Report of the 


Superintendent of Schools 


- To the School Board of Canaan: 

In ccmpliance with custom and your request, I sub- 
mit to you the report of your superintendent of schools for 
the current year. 

The first year of a new regime is likely to be a trying 
ore ever under normal conditions, but under the abnormal 
conditions of the material and labgy markets of the year 
just passed, satisfactory results were almost to be despaired 
of. Nevertheless, such results were brought about, and 
the district is to be congratulated on the results brought 
about by its school board under trying circumstances. 

The fall term of 1920 opened with but two of last 
year’s teachers back in our schools. Miss Plummer re- 
signed late in the summer to accept a school nearer home. 
Miss Dean resigned and went elsewhere and the Sawyer 
Hill school was closed and the pupils carried to West Can- 
aan. Mrs. Wilson decided not to teach this year. Miss 
Hastman did not care to teach so far from home as North 
Canaan, but later accepted West Canaan. Mrs. Stevens 
underwent an operation for appendicitis, and was unable 
to return at the opening of the fall term, but fortunately 
has been able to do so at the opening of the winter term. 
Her place was filled in the meantime in a very acceptable 
manner by Mrs. Roxie Gould. It was a great disappoint- 
ment to the school board to receive the resignation of Miss 
Gilmour in September. Both her parents wre ill, and it 
was necessary for her to remain home with them. The 
school at West Farms had no teacher after the fall term 


14 
until after the middle of June, when Miss Susie HKastman 
supplied for three weeks. 

The teachers that we were able to retain and Miss Gil- 
mour, Mrs. Stevens and Mrs. Wilson, did excellent work 
and at first it seemed that it would be impossible to find 
any suitable replacements. The work on the new build- 
ing, too, delayed our plans so that the fall term was passed 
with one room short. Mr. Wallace very generously al- 
lowed the school board to use the old Street building until 
the new building was ready for use. School was main- 
tained there for nine weeks with Mrs. Lorden as teacher. 
During this time it was necessary to discontinue the classi- 
fication of the schools of the Center and Street that was 
begun last year until more room was available. 

On conipletion of the new building, the second school 
was reopened with Miss Irene Lynch, a former teacher in 
the district, replacing Miss Gilmour. 

The average salary for the teachers in 1919-1920 was 
about $575 per year. In 1920-1921 the figure is between 
$700 and $800, an advance of slightly less than 40 per- 
cent. This advance is much less than the increase in the 
cost of living, or the depreciation in the purchasing value 
of adollar. It is doubtful if it will be possible to get good 
teachers for a less figure for a long time to come. Districts 
ought, rather, to plan means by which these figures could 
be maintained or slightly increased, for the increased ex- 
pense more than justifies itself in the difference in results 
secured by trained teachers over inexperienced and ineffi- 
cient ones. 

At the present time all our teachers are experienced 
or have had some training. Miss Lynch came back to us 
from the Normal school where she was training. Miss 
Hawley went to Keene and took the short course that was 
provided for young teachers. Miss Callahan is a graduate 
of the Lewiston Training School. Mr. Kendall, at West _ 
Farms, has three years’ college training and considerable 
experience. The successful experience’of the three teachers 
who remained with us is known to all the district. 
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Since the beginning of the summer vacation, all the 
school buildings have been remodelled in some degree, fol- 
lowing the standards set by the State Board. At North 
Canaan, the toilets were cleaned up and made more sani- 
tary. The recitation seats were placed in position to secure 
the best results from the available light; the walls and ceil- 
ings of the school room were whitened, and new curtains 
were provided. At West Canaan, a partition was run 
through the old school room, the stove was jacketed and 
chemical toilets were installed. Money was_ lacking to 
provide proper facilities for water supply and to repair the 
steps. When the two last items are attended to, this build- 
ing will be all that could be desired. At present only one 
room is used. It may not be necessary for some years to 
use the other, but it was cheaper and more satisfactory to 
divide the room than to change the windows now and again 
later and, in the mean time to heat double the necessary _ 
room in winter. The walls and ceilings of the room now 
used were cleaned and whitened. 

For a time, it seemed that it would be necessary to 
convey both the West Farms and the Sawyer Hill pupils 
to this school. Last year the West Farms school could be 
maintained for only seventeen weeks because no boarding 
place could be found for the teacher after the fall term. 
However, at the beginning of the present year, one of the 
families in that division, at considerable personal sacrifice, 
on account of a large family, consented to board the 
teacher. Accordingly the school house was put in passa- 
ble condition for the present year. New toilets were at- 
tached to the main building so that access was given only 
through the school room. The walls and ceilings were 
washed by one of the families in the neighborhood, and 
afterwards painted, and the seats were arranged to make 
the best use of the available light. 

This coming summer, the building should have a new 
floor laid, and have the underpinning pointed up. It 
would be well to bank the building on the north and west 
sides. The stove should be jacketed, and it would be well 
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to cover the lower half of the walls with wall board. With 
the present repairs and the addition of those indicated, this 
building that was once the despair ot the school board will 
be a credit to the district and a service to the neighbor- 
hood. 

The Birch Corner school was cleaned and the walls 
and ceilings painted. The Story school was cleaned, the 
walls and ceilings painted and the seats set over to the left 
side to secure the proper lighting, the old bench seats and 
desks being replaced by more modern ones from the 
Shingle school. 

I am at a loss what further to recommend in regard to 
these two schools. ‘The district saw fit to rescind the vote 
to move the Birch Corner school. I still believe that it is 
poor economy to run two schools so near each other with 
such a small number of pupils—there are but fourteen 
pupils in both schools—but on the other hand it would be 
poor policy to try to bring about a change that cannot 
command the support of a majority of the people who are 
asked to supply the funds for maintaining the proposed 
improvements. 

The new building at the Center leaves little to be de- 
sired. No doubt the district would have been better satis- 
fied to have sold the old building out-right and built new. 
One fault of the building as it is now is that it was so nearthe 
road there was agreat temptation to play in the street. 
On account of the automobile traffic and the steep grade, 
this danger is very real. But with the addition of the new 
lot and the regulation that none of the children shall be 
allowed to play in front of the building at any time, this 
danger disappears. There were a few other difficulties 
such as were to be expected in remodelling an old butiding, 
which, added to the time lost by the pupils waiting for the 
extra classroom, made the difference in cost between re- 
modelling and new construction a doubtful saving. How- 
ever, the results obtained were very satisfactory, and 
should be a matter of congratulation for the district. 

The experience of the year compels me to advise the 
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district to discontinue its practice of electing repair com- 
mittees, so called. This is no reflection onthe ability or 
achievements of the said committee for the past year. It 
is merely tc call your attention to a practice that has no 
sanction in the school code, and might easily give rise to 
no end of avoidable friction through the question of legal 
responsibility. The committee for the past year achieved 
fine results, but repairs are a matter that are under the 
control of the school board, and if in future it seems nec- 
essary to appoint others to do this work, it should be left 
to the board to appoint the members of the committee. 

It is gratifying to note the large number of names on 
the roll of perfect attendance for the present year. This 
shows that the citizens appreciate the value to their chil- 
dren of their schools. But there is another side to the 
shield, which isthe very evident indifference, if not law- 
lessness, On the part of some of the parents which is shown 
by the large number of half-days lost by pupils during the 
last year. The total amounts to 1962 whole days—almost 
eleven school years for a single pupil. This does not in- 
clude the days lost by failure to maintain the required num- 
ber of weeks set by law. 

Examination of the report of the State Board, recently 
recently submitted to the committee on education in the 
legislature, shows that the Board’s apportionment of State 
Aid for the district for the present year amounts to $2,655.- 
59. Last year the amount was $2.355.43. This would 
seem to indicate that we can depend upon about 
$2,5co of State Aid under the present law. That 
being the case, it would be well for the district to raise at 
its annual meeting ‘‘such sums in excess of $2,500 as will 
be necessary to maintain the required number of legal 
schools for the coming year,’’ as it is apparert that the State 
Aid and the $5 tax are not. quite sufficient, or at least will 
not be until prices have returned to a lower level. 

During the present school year, I have tried to stress 
the following matters: Better teaching; better standards 
of meaguring results; more attention to the health and phy-

sical welfare of the children; the teaching of thrift, and 
school gardens. 

For the first, speakers of statewide reputation have 
been invited to speak to the teachers from time to time on 
topics germane to the profession. And, of course, care has 
been exercised in selecting new teachers, to have them bet- 
ter, if possible, than the ones they have replaced. 

Atthe present time there are several series of stan- 
dardized tests for measuring ability and results in school 
work. Thanks tothe aid furnished by the State Board, 
it has been possible to make use of some of these in this 
Union. The teachers are cooperating well in their use, 
and we hope that before the end ofthe year some worth- 
while results may be shown. 

Results are far less satisfactory inthe matter of health 
and physicial welfare of the children, the only satisfac- 
tory results in this direction being the improved condition 
of the school buildings themselves. A good many teachers 
seem helpless to cope with the manner of approach to the 
problem of what to do to improve the physical condition of 
the children, although some good results are appearing in 
some districts of the Union. I feel that one very important 
matter should receive our attention at once, and that is 
the matter of suitable conveyances for the children that are 
carried to school. Certainly the present vehicles leave 
much to be desired in the severe winter months. It is to 
be hoped-that the district will remedy this by authorizing 
the purchase of suitable vehicles. 

The work in teaching thrift is progressing in a satisfac- 
tory manner. The work in gardening will be taken up 
during the spring terin. 

Permit me to thank the committee, teachers, pupils 
and parents for the cordial support which alone has made 
any progress possible.

Report of the 


High School Board 


_ The School Board of the Canaan High School District, 
make this their 28th annual report by submitting the fol- 
lowing : 

The high school is approved at the present time for 
three years. The course approved by the State Suyerin- 
tendent to July 1, 1921, is as follows: 


FIRST YEAR SECOND YEAR THIRD YEAR 
Algebra Geometry Advanced Algebra 
English (1) Enylish (2) Solid Geometry 
Latin (1) Latin::(7) English (3)

This third year has been added on the advice and 
recommendation of the State Superintendent, without extra 
cost to the district. A fourth year can be added at a small 
expense if the town district of Canaan and the town of 
Orange would cooperate with the High school district and 
send their children here. If this could be done, many 
children in all the three districts could receive a four years’ 
course in High school. Many of the people, in all three 
districts, can not afford at the high cost of living, to spend 
$40c to $500 a year to send their children away out of town 
to school. At a small expense for transportation and a 
small expense to each district, this matter can be brought 
about. The School Board of the Canaan High School dis- 
trict recommends this, and solicits the cocperation of 
Orange and Canaan to carry this recommendation into 
_ effect. 

Under the new school law this district will receive 
$1877.11 for State Aid this year. Last year the sum re- 
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ceived was $408.10. ‘The amount of State Aid this year 
will pay more than half the teachers in the grades. ‘This 
amount of State Aid is about $400.00 more than was paid 
to all the teachers, as can be seen in the report of 1920. 

The High school room has been made smaller and 
another room has been added, ‘This gives another teacher 
and takes one grade from the Primary school. 

The attention of the parents is called to the fact that 
average attendance counts on the amount received for State 
Aid. ‘Tardiness and non-attendance means the loss of dol- 
lars and cents to the district.

Report of the 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee, Canaan Special District : 

A year and a half under the new school law gives us 
sufficient background by which to judge its results. 

From the report of the State Board of Education sub- 
mitted to the House Committee on February 2, it would 
appear that although we asked for $2,254.11 State Aid on 
the budget for the present year, only $1.877.11 was ap- 
proved, a reduction of $377.00. Either our budget was 
over-estimated and should be reduced by this amount, 
or this amount should be raised at the coming school meet- 
ing. 

Very likely the present law will be amended in some 
respects by the present legislature. What form this amend-. | 
ment will take, is difficult to forecast at the present time. 

Rigid necessity has governed the appropriations of 
the Board for the present year, and doubtless will in the 
future. 

In determining the policy of the district, it will be 
well, then, to bear the above figures in mind as probably 
the maximum that the State will ever allow us for aid. 

During the past year another teacher has been added 
to the force. Of course, without State Aid this could not 
have been done. In my judgment, the best use of the 
new teacher has not been made. 

The Primary school has a registration of 52 (at the 
present time.) The Intermediate school has a registra- 
tion of 24, nine of whom are taught by another teacher. 
The registration in the Grammar school is 16, and in the 
High school 15. Thus half the pupils are under the care 
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of asingle teacher, while the remainder are distributed 
among four other teachers. Iam quite sure that this is 
poor economy of time and effort on the past of the Primary 
teacher. No Primary teacher can do cffective work with a 
registration of 52 pupils in three grades. 

With our present equipment and outlook it seems to 
me uuwise to attempt to offer three years’ work in the 
High school. No successful High school can compete 
successfully with the larger schools unless it offers some 
ofthe sciences. Under the present law the district that 
maintains a High school does not receive any help from 
the State in the form of tuition rebates, so the matter is 
made worse. The district, in short, penalizing itself to 
maintain a school whose work can be better done else- 
where. ‘This is no reflection on the work of the teachers 
in the High school, who have done the best that could be 
expected with the time at their command. But a moment’s 
reflection should show any one that one teacher cannot 
successfully do what it requires three or four teachers to 
do jin a properly organized school. Any attempt to organ- 
ize a four-year course, such as was advocated in the last 
year’s report, would entail a considerable cost, for the upper 
part of the building would need to be wholly remodelled. 

The only basis that appears at all feasible for the main- 
tenance of athree or four year curriculum in our school, 
would be for the Town District to unite with the Special 
District. Owing to the fact that they would automatically 
give up their high school tuition rebates by that act, the 
condition seems remote at the present. | 

A well organized two-year high school would give more 
time to the grade pupils, and thus serve a larger circle of 
families in the,;community. It would cost the taxpayers 
less, and would send just as many pupils through the four- 
year curricula in the long run as our present system. 

I hold no brief for either side of the question, as the 
people who support the schools with their taxes are the 
ones who should have the determining vote in such mat- 
ters. JI am merely presenting the matter in an impersonal 
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manner so that it may be intelligently discussed, and, if 
change is desired, such change as is best for all concerned 
may be brought about. Onething is certain, and that is 
that there is an unjust distribution of the work at the pres- 
ent time and later, if itis allowed to continue, it will be 
increasingly dificult to supply this room with competent 
teachers who are willing to do the amount of work de- 
manded.
